SLAIN IN ITALY 


Body of Mrs. Porter Charlton 
Found in Trunk at Bottom 
of Lake; Fear Bridegroom 
Is Murdered, Too. 


RUSSIAN HELD BY POLICE. 


Rented Villa to Couple, Who 
Quarreled Frequently, and Was 
Their Companion on 
Many Pleasure Trips. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

MILAN, June 10.—The police are searching 
Lombardy and all northern Italy for the 
murderer of an American woman, whose 
dody, stuffed in a trunk, was found by fisher- 
men yesterday in a little lake near the village 
of Moltrasio, a short distance from Como 
and about thirty miles from this city. 

The authorities of Cernobbio, the nearest 
city of consequence to the acene of the mur- 
der, have ascertained that the woman was 
Mrs. Porter Chariton, and that she had been 
living with her husband in the Villa Mol- 
trasio, which had been let to them by a Rus- 
sian géntieman they met casually. 

The police discovered after an examination 
of letters and papers found in the abandoned 
villa that Mrs. Chariton, before her last mar- 
riage, was Mrs. Mary Scott Castle of a well 
known San Francisco family. Porter Chari 
ton has disappeared, but Constantine Spola- 
toff, the Russian who rented the villa, was ar- 
rested this afternoon at Roggiano. 

The police fear that Chariton also has been 
murdered, as they are at a loss to account 
otherwise for his complete disappearance. 


Fishermen Find Body in Trunk. 

It was early yesterday morning when the 
attention of the Cernobbia police wae di- 
rected to this mysterious crime. Fishermen 
of Moltrasio had gone out on a smal! lake to 
cast their lines. Their hooks became fast in a 
heavy object, which resisted stubbornly. 
After some effert they managed to draw the 
object to the surface. They saw that it was 
a trunk, and, with considerable difficulty 
they rowed to the shore towing the trunk. 

When they reached the shore they cut the 
trunk open with their knives, hoping to find 
something of value. What they found was 
the body of a woman. The body had been 
wrapped in a sheet and jammed into the 
trunk so tightly that the head rested be- 
tween the knees. The fishermen were greatly 
frightened and lost no time in running to Mol- 
trasio and acquainting the authorities, The 
news was hed to Cernobbla and de- 
1 ot the criminal branch arrived 


Beginning their investigation, they found 
thet the trunk had been weighted down 
with stones, bowlders common to the 
beaches. The lake was comparatively shal- 
low, and it was not remarkeble that the 
fish hooke had caught and held in the trunk. 
The white sheet which was wrapped around 
the body bore, in one corner, the initials 
K 


Victim Clubbed to Death. 

An examination of the body discloged that 
the woman had been perhaps 35 years old 
and good looking. Her hair was dark brown, 
her eyes blue-gray. She was about 5 feet 6 
or 7 inches tall and of handsome figure. 

The head and upper part of the body were 
covered with clotted blood. It was evident 
that she had been beaten to death with a 
club or an iron bar. The back of her skull 
was crushed and her arms and shoulders dis- 
played the marke of savage abuse. 

It was the opinion of the Police that the 
woman had deen dead only a short time and 
that the trunk had been sunk in the lake 
within a few hours of the time it was dragged 
to the surface by the fishermen. 

A package of letters, some of which were 
Signed N. W. Castle and which had been 
posted at San José, Cal., and two prayer 
books were found in the trunk. 

The police are keeping secret the contents 
of the letters, giving out only the information 
that N. W. Castle had been, it seemed, 
an intimate friend of the dead woman and 
that the letters were dated between 1904 and 
1907. In the trunk, too, Was the photograph 
of a man perhaps 23 years old. 


Villagers Furnish Clews. 

Pursuing their investigation, the police 
gathered up clews which led speedily to the 
hunt for Porter Chariton and the Russian 
who gave his name as Constantine Spoilatoff. 

The proprietor of the Hotel Suisse on Lake 
Como, the keeper of an apothecary shop at 
Cernobbia, boatmen of the west bank of 
Lake Como, and the inhabitants of severa! 
villages in the neighborhood were able to 
supply information of value. 

The innkeeper said that a couple who called 
themselves Mr. and Mrs. Porter arrived at 
the Hotel Suisse several weeks ago. He de- 
scribed the woman and his description fitted 
that of the dead woman. He volunteered 
the opinion that the pair quarreled frequent- 
ly. He heard the woman crying offen late 
in the night. He found that the man who 
called himself Porter tréated her cruelly. 
The guests of the hotel complained that they 
were disturbed by her outcrtes. 

One morning early the proprietor was 
aroused by shrieks. He found that the wom- 
an had hid in a cupboard, hoping to escape 
her husband, bur that the husband had 
found her and was dragging her to the street. 
The innkeeper said he was obliged then, for 
the reputation of his hotel. to order them out. 


Meet Russian; Engage Villa. 

They knew where to go apparently, with- 
out inquiry. On this point the apoth 
Cernobbio was of use. He said thie Nis. cae 
Mrs. Porter Chariton—as he had heard the 
names—hed met in his shop an affable Rus- 
Stuseian had offered therm his villa at Mol- 
trasio whenever they cared to take it. Pieo- 
ing the story together, the police learned that 
Mr. and Mrs. Porter Chariton, after being 
put out of the Hotel Suisse, took a boat at 
2 o’clock in the morning and were conveyed 
to the Villa Moltrasio.

LAUGHS AS CARS APPROACH. 


Motorman Throws on Brakes and Lifts 
Child from Perilous Ties. 


A 8 year old boy, Joseph Vincent of 1638 
Orchard street, created unusual excitement 
last evening among scores of passengers on 
the Northwestern Elevated railroad and 
brought to a standstill a Wilson express train 
ashort distance from the Halsted street sta- 
tion, 

The little fellow, dressed in a Buster Brown 
suit and sailor hat, was walking the ties 
more than thirty feet above ground and 
alongside the deadly third rail. He did 
not start to cry until Motorman Owen Leon- 
ard reached down and dragged him to safety. 

Just how he was able to reach the elevated 
structure ig not known, but it is thought that 
he followed some passenger into the station 
and after crawling under the turnstile made 
his way up the long stairway. The police 
think he‘ fell from the platform a few min- 
utes later and, escaping uninjured, started 
on a tour of exploration along the line.

STORY. OF EXTRAVAGANCE 


Member Frames Charges to Place 
Before State Insurance 
Commissioner. 


America’s largest fraternal order, the Mod- 
ern Woodmen, was made the subject of an in- 
quiry’ in State’s Attorney Wayman’s office 
yesterday. 

Simultaneously a series of charges was 
framed by a member of the order before State 
Insurance tendent Potter. This mem- 
ber of the claims to have made a search 
of several years for evidence and alleges 
large irregularities. 

Officials of the order say the man making 
this charge is a distinguished ex-official and 
that his allegations have no serious basis. 

State’s Attorney lh of Rock Island 
county, who ie in the midst of an investigation 
of various fraternal societies having head- 
quarters ‘in Illinois, has also conferred with 
State’s Attorney. Wayman of Cook on the 
developments as related to the Woodmen. 


Charge Interest Rakeoff. 

Mr. Wayman's interest in the Modern 
Woodmen's management has been stirred by 
allegations that for several years a con- 
trolling clique in its directory has not been 
turning into the order’s treasury all of the 
interest on its big deposits of funds but has 
been “ raking off interest above 2 per cent 
by special arrangements with certain banks. 

The possible profits in such an arrangement 
are shown by the statement of cash on hand 
on April 1, 1910, when there was $2,418,855 in 
the benefit fund and $802,158 in the general 
fund, a total of $3,221,013. On this basis of 
average deposits and assuming that the de- 
pository banks paid 3 per cent the yearly 
profits in the alleged private agreements 
would be $32,000 

Members. of the Woodmen's directorate 
deny they have been in any way derelict in 
their duties and have said, when suspicious 
circumstances were called to their attention, 
that enemies have been responsible for the 
stories of irregularities. 


Promises Thorough Inquiry. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Thomas Mar- 
shall, however, has received some informa- 
tion on the charges regarding the manage- 
ment of the order and has promised members 
of the insurance brotherhood that a thorough 
investigation of the accusations will be made. 
Whether other action will follow he ise un- 
able to say. 

Mr. Marshall's inquiry will center on the 
complaints regarding interest on deposits. 
One charge is that an official of the order ap- 
proached officers of two banks in Davenport, 


BOY, ARRESTED, SHOOTS SELF 
AND CAUSES PANIC IN HOTEL. 


Belgian: Taken as Thief Conceals Pistol 
from Detectives Long Enough to At- 
tempt Suicide—Has $96,000 in Cash. 


New York, June 10—Felician Buisset, a 


young Belgian, shot himself through the 


head in the Hotel Brevoort here tonight. A 
minute before his deed he had been arrested 


at the: request of the Belgian consul, who 


reported. to the, police that Buisset was a 
‘fugitive from his native land and was wanted 
there for the embezziement of 300,000 francs, 
or about $60, 000. He probably. will die. 
**Butsset’s attempt to end his life was made 
on the main stairway, leading from the lobby 
of the hotel, in plain sight of many guests. A 
semi-panic followed among ‘the men and 
‘women who heard the shot and saw the youth 
fall.on the stairway. He fired a small pocket 
‘revolver which was concealed in his waist- 
coat pocket and had escaped the notice of the 
‘detective who arrested him. This he placed 
to his ‘temple. 

Bulsset is only 23 years old. He arrived 
here on June 2 on La Savoie and registered 
at the Brevoort the following day.

The inquiry by the state’s attorney. has been 
conducted without knowledge that a second 
investigation was under way for the avowed 
purpese of ridding the order of certain men 
who are alleged to have used it for their 
personal advantage. F. 8. Webb, 85 Dear- 
born street, who for several years was ad- 
vertising manager of the official paper of 
the society, is the leader in this investiga- 
tion and says he is associated with a score 
of other members. 

Extravagance is the main charge brought 
by Mr. Webb.

„ Roosevelt came readily and repeatedly 
to the lips of Gifford Pmchot and James R. 
Garfield when they were in Chicago yester- |- 
day, but they dodged. queries as to their 
choice of a candidate for president. Neither 
would they talk politics. 

Both of the prominent figures in the Ball- 
inger congressional investigation were on 
their way to St. Paul, there to speak at the 
conservation banquet of the Roosevelt club. 
They were guests of the University club here 
and left for the northwest last night. — 

Mr. Pinchot is the bearer of a cablegram 
from Col. Roosevelt, saying that until he 
reaches America he cannot set the date on 
which he will meet the national conservation 
congress. This gathering will probably take 
place the second week in September. 


- Roosevelt His Chief. 

“ What have yop to say on the Ballinger 
controversy?’ he was asked. 

“I am going to St. Paul to speak on con- 
servation of the nation’s resources. Con- 
servation is the biggest question before the 
American people today.“ 

He referred constantly to Col. Roosevelt“ 
in a way that indicated clearly that he still 
looks upon the former president as his po- 
litical chief and upon himeelf as a close per- 
sonal adviser. 

“There ig enough power unharnessed in 
the west, together with the 5,000,000 horse- 
power now in use, to turn every wheel in the 
Untted States,” continued Mr. Pinchot, again 
avoiding answering a question of politics. 
“The greatest opportunity, for development 
is in California, and in the coal and timber of 
Alaska and the north.” 

Have you been invited to be the guest of 
honor at a banquet to be given by Robert 
Collier, publisher of the magazine which 
has been carrying on a relentless prosecution 
of Ballinger? asked his interrogator. 

“T have not. Col. Roosevelt will be the 
guest of honor at a banquet to be held in 
New York June 22. When Col. Roosevelt 
is the guest of honor there usually are no 
others.“ 


Criticises Conservation Bill. 

The conservation bill before congress was 
criticised by Mr. Pinchot. He said it was 
contradictory in terms. 

“Im its first section,” he said, “it gives 
the president the right to withdraw lands 
from the pillage of the plunderer and in its | 
second section it gives the right of owner- 
ship to the finder of oll or mineral wealth.“ 

Mr. Pinchot will discuss conservation in its 
general aspects and in its relation to na- 
tional legislation at the St. Paul meeting. 

Before the banquet he will meet the conser- 
vation committee of the national conserva- 
tion congress, of which B. N. Baker of Balti- 
more is president, and will deliver a cable 
message he received yesterday from Mr 
Roosevelt, saying that he can not set the 
date upon which he will meet the congress 
until after he reaches New York. It is ex- 
pected that the meeting will take place dur- 
ing the week beginning Sept. 5. 


Will Touch on Conservation. 

Garfield was equally democratic. 
“TI will speak at the same banquet,’ he 
said, * but will deal principally with matters 
where the state and national governments 
should coéperate in saving of natural re- 
sources. 
J can not say a word on polities,“ he re- 
sponded in answer to a query regarding the 
Ohio situation, in which he is expected to 
be found in the fight upon the administration 
followers in the president’s home state. 
Mr. Pinchot did settle one question that has 
been puzzling citizens throughout the whole 
United States: he gave the correct way to 
pronounce his name.

BIG FIGHT BEGINS MONDAY. 


Another Downstate Legislator to Ap- 
pear for Prosecution. 


State’s Attorney Wayman passed a busy 
day yesterday planning the lines of prose- 
cution in the bribery trial of Representative 
Lee O'Neil Browne, in which the hearing 
of evidence will begin before a jury in Judge 
McSurely’s court Monday morning. The 
state’s attorney said his opening statement 
would not require more than an hour. 

Representative Charles A. White, who ac- 
cuses Browne of paying him $850 in the 
Briggs house in Chicago for having voted for 
Senator Lorimer, will be the first witness 
for the state, according to present plans. 


Then in succeseion, the state’s attorney ex- 


pects to enter the corroborative testimony 
of Representatives H. J. C. Beckemeyer and 
M S. Link, who have confessed to accept- 
ing senatorial bribes from Browne. 


Another Lawmaker to Talk. 

Another downstate legislator who has been 
in conference with State's Attorney Wayman 
during the week and who has told his atory 
to the grand jury also will testify. 

He is said to have been one of the Demo- 
crats who voted for Stringer to the last, bat 
who was approached with offers to vote for 
Lorimer.

New Letter to Burke Tells of 
Democrat Who Was Of. 
fered Money. 


OFFICIAL BEGINS 


Trip Among Fishermen Expected | 


to Add to Prosecutor’s Sup- 
ply of Evidence. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.]! 

Springfield, III., June 10.—{Special. }—A let- 
ter received by State's Attorney Burke today 
opened up another avenue into the swamp of 
legislative corruption that surrounded the 
election of Senator Lorimer. _. 

The letter is from a man of high standing 
in his community, congratulating Mr. Burke 


on what he has accomplished, and telling him 
of a Democratic representative, whose name 
thus far has not been connected in any way 
with the investigations either in Chicago or | 


Springfield and who was offered money for 


nis vote for Lorimer. 


The letter fs similar in its essential ele- 
ments 40 that received yesterday from the 
district represented by State Senator Walter 
I, Manny telling of the offer of $2,500 to some 
senator for his vote for Lorimer. 

Hach letter is 6 frank, voluntary. state- 
ment from a man of unquestioned standing 
and responsibility and states that the legis- 
lator involved will tell the facts if sum- 
moned. 


Three Untouched Leads. 

These two cases, with that of Representa- 
tive Johnston Lawrence of Polo, for whom 
a subpoena was issued five weeks ago but 
who was served only yesterday, constitute 
three untouched leads into the senatorial 
mess. No one of them will be taken up, how- 
ever, until Mr. Burke has pushed his inquiry 
into the fish bill slush fund to the limit. Rep- 
resentative Lawrence telephoned to Mr. 
Burke this morning and was told to appear 
a week from Monday. 

Two witnesses, Dan Yeck and John Work- 
man of Meredosia, both fishermen, will be ex- 
amined tomorrow and the matter then will 
go over until a week from Monday. 

In the meantime Mr. Burke will take a va- 
cation, fishing and hunting along the I) inois 
river. He left with his family this afternoon, 
leaving Assistant State's Attorneys Adolph 
Bernard and Timothy J. Sullivan in charge 
of the investigation. 

Mr. Bernard will examine Teck and Work- 
man before the grand jury in the morning 
and may keep the jury in session part of next 
week cleaning up local cases. 

While Mr. Burke’s trip will be as much of 
a vacation as possible, since he is almost 
worn out by his energetic prosecution of the 
graft inquiry, he expects to return with 
much new and valuable information. 

He is the daily recipient of many letters, 
anonymous and signed, bearing gratuitous 
hints and advice for the prosecution of vari- 
ous lines of his inquiry. He has taken a 
large amount of this correspondence with 
him and will attempt to digest it before re- 
turning. 

Knows Many Fishermen. 

His fishing expedition will take him many 
miles up and down the IIlinois river from his 
summer cottage near Havana, and as he 
knows most of the fishermen on the river 


personally he expects to receive considerable 


inside information. 
The fish bill slush fund will be the first 


thing to receive his attention on his return. 


and it will be prosecuted vigorously. It wil! 
be followed by further investigation of the 
senatorial election, the closing of the furni- 
ture deal inquiry with more indictments, and 
the setting of the cases of Pemberton, Clark, 
and Broderick for trial. 

Mr. Burke stated decisively today that he 
would not allow himself to be diverted from 
thorough opening up of these matters by 
side excursions into the causes of the passage 
or defeat of other legislation unless the evi- 
dence of corruption is brought to him. 

Totally unauthorized stories have been 
printed that he was about to take up the in- 
vestigation of this or that bill, and there has 
been an apparent attempt to diffuse his ener- 
gies and oonfuse the investigation by inject- 
ing into it innumerable issues. Mr. Burke 
thinks it will be best for him to stick to mat- 
ters in which he knows there is corruption 
until he has exhausted their possibilities. 


Dawson Still on the Job. 

That the fish bill is such a matter he was 
more than ever convinced by testimony given 
before the grand jury this morning by Otto 
Schweer, manager of the Beardstown Fish 
company. 

Mr. Schweer. who was named by Charles 
Cole as the man wno coirected $100 from him 
and told him what it was to be used for, was 
accompanied to the state’s attorney's office 
by former State Senator Thomas J. Dawson, 
the lawyer who has manifested much inter- 
est in the cases of members of the legislature 
connected with the senatorial and jackpot ”’ 
inquiries. 

Mr. Burke was not surprised, therefore, 
when he found Mr. Schweer a most intracta- 
ble witness. Like Frank J. Traut, in whose 
hands the corruption fund was last seen, Mr. 
Schweer was most anxious to take upon him- 
self sufficient blame to prevent any further 
progress in the investigation. 

He admitted having collected money from 
Cole and others, but at first insisted that 
their action in forming this fund was purely 
voluntary, that they d received no hint 
from any one else that any money was need- 
ed for any purpose, but that they had simply 
spontaneously formed the fund. Later he 
admitted that the others who had paid him 
money had had no part in conceiving the fish 
fund idea, but that it had been a product of 
his own brain entirely. 

When asked why he had sent the money 
to Traut, he said. that it was to reimburse 
Traut for money that he understood Traut 
hed expended for hotel bills, railroad fare, 
drinks, etc. He was, however, totally unable 
to explain why he had sent it, with over 
$1,000 of John Dixon's collections, in cur- 
rency, by a special messenger, his father, F. 
EB. Schweer, to Traut.

Pereentage of Free Merchandise 
Best of Any Year Since 
Dingley Law.

Washington, D. C., June 10.—{Special.]— 
The administration made public toda“ 
through the bureau of statistics a new de- 
tense of the Aldrich tariff law. Fortified by 
figures which tend to show continually in- 
creating imports and revenues and a reduced 
Average rate of duty, the statements given 
out are expected to prove the strongest argu- 
ment yet advanced to support President 
Taft's declaration that the Aldrich law 18 
„the best tariff bill that the Republican 
party ever passed.” 

The statements cover the nine months of 
operation of the law to April 30, and com- 
pare this period with the corresponding nine 
months of each year since 1800. Compari- 
ons are thus secured with the Dingley law. 
the Democraiic Wilson law, and the McKin- 
ley law. 

What the Figures Show. 

The figures show: 

That the customs receipts are greater than 
fn any previous year. 

That the importations of free merchandise are 
greater than in any previous year. 

That the percentages of free merchandise is 
greater than any year under the Dingley tariff. 

That the average ad valorem duty is less 
than any previous year except 1896, when the 
Wiison law was in force. 

The dry figures of the bureau of statistics 
ere unusually interesting, because they are 
the figures the president has had for the last 
few months, and upon which he has based 
his conclusions that the Aldri¢h law is fully 
justifying the claims made for it by him and 
its other friends. 

Asan evidence that the increased importa- 
tion of free and dutiable merchandise is not 

resulting disastrously to American manu- 
-. facturers, figures also are given to show the

Raw Materials Show Increase. 

Asa criterion of this prosperity, the amount 
of. importations of raw materials is fur- 


' wished. These figures show that the impor- 


tations of hides, rubber, lumber, wood pulp, 

, copper, iron ore, tobacco, wool, cotton, 
chemicals, and other raw materials have in- 
<reased greatly and are much above the av- 
erage for the last ten years. 

The total customs receipts under the new 
law, in the nine months, amount to $252,150, - 

In 1907, the banner year of the preced- 
ing twenty years, the customs receipts for 
aie same period were $251,330,303. 
percentage of free merchandise, out of 
; the total imports, is 49.9 per cent. Compared 
_ with the Dingley law, this is higher than any 
~~? the years of its operation. Under the Me- 
. Kinley law, however, the free merchandise 
‘Was 58.9 per cent of the total in 1894, and 55.4 
per cent in 1892. 

The total importation of free merchandise 
under the new law has been $601,530,750. ‘The 
best previous year was 1907, when the free 
merchandise amounted to $600,072, 408.

Members of Labor Organization Refuse 
to Work for City. 


Unionism. occupied the attention of the 
Merriam commission at its afternoon session 
yesterday. as a result of the laying off of sev- 
erg! steamfitters at the city pumping stations 
by City Engineer Samuel a week ago. 

Since that time the steamfitters’ union has 
refused to let its members do any work for 
the city, or even for the contractor who is 
building the new city hall. This ruling pre- 
vented the carrying out of the Merriam com- 
mission's pump tests, for twice steamfitters 
employed by private contractors were hired 
to make the necessary connections and were 
ordered out by the business agent of the‘ 
union. 

Walter L. Fisher, examiner for the com- 
mission, explained that the commission had 
made no recommendations to lay off em- 
ployés of the water worke department, al- 
though it had suggested that the labor cost 
of the department is much higher than the 
cost of similar departments in other cities 
and in private corporations. 


Defects in Land Tunnel. 

The morning session of the commission was 
a continuation of the examination of inspec- 
tors on the southwest land tunnel. There 
was additional testimony that in some places 
points of rock projected to the surface of 
the concrete and that pieces of wood were 
encountered several times in making the bor- 
ing tests. 

Commissioner of Public Works Mullaney 
wrote the commission asking that its experts 
prepare the specifications for the coal con- 
tracts that must be advertised soon. The 
letter was an intimation that the department 
of public works will adhere strictly to the 
commission's epecifications. It is probable 
that a hearing will be held on the subject 
next Monday. 


Cordell Wants His Place Back. 

As a result of the investigation of the build- 
ing department Henry E. Cordell made a 
formal demand on Building Commissioner 
Campbell for reinstatement in his former 
post of deputy commissioner, which he oc- 
cupled under Joseph Downey, who was 
Campbell's predecessor as commissioner.

O'Malley’s saloon at Polk and Clark streets 
without further warning Chief of 
Steward will recommend to Mayor Busse the 
revocation of his saloon license on the con- 
tention that O'Malley has been a persistent 
violator of the law. 


“O'Malley is a -politician.of considerable 


influence in his district, but if he thinks that 
he can go on running a gambling house in 
the face of the city ordinances against gam- 
bling, I will ask that his place be closed,” 
seid Chief Steward yeste ba 
“Dal Pino & Schlosser's saloon at Green 
and West Madisen streets was closed last 
week for violations of the gambling ordi- 
nances and there will be no discrimination 
in favor, of O'Malley, or any one else, as far 


as I am concerned. 

“In addition to the information I have 
received about gambling in Inspector Wheel. 
er's district through THE Tawom I have 
had men working for me secretly, and these 
men have reported to me that gambling is 
going on in places where commanding officers 
had reported that there was nothing doing 
but a few days before. 

It seems. remarkable to me that the in- 
spectors have failed to locate these places 
and to put them out of business. P 


Puts Matter Up to Wheeler. 

“T have referred the matter of gambling 
on the horseraces in O'Malley's saloon to In- 
spectar Wheeler, and if he fails to put a stop 
to it then I will have to adopt other means. 

It was said during the day that a private 
investigator for the chief had met with com- 
plete success in following up five “tips” 
about gambling houses. 

In one of the places detected, Chief Stew- 
ard’s investigator obtained admission with- 
out password or mysterious knocks by claim- 
ing that he was a ‘“‘ sheet writer,“ that is an 
experienced man in writing out the entries 
and the odds for races. In another he was 
unobserved because he was disguised as a 
mechanic employed about the building. 


Bets Still Made at O’Malley’s. 
While Tae Tarsunt's exposé of gambling 
cop itions in the Harrison street police dis- 
trict had the effet of causing the proprietors 
of gambling houses to use greater caution, 
none of the dig men discontinued taking 


bets 


O'Malley's saloon, where bets were placed 
on horse races by two Tarom reporters, 
was visited yesterday morning for the third 
time. O'Malley was in the saloon, but was 
not taking bets himself. His bartender was, 
however. while Pat looked on or waited on 
a customer. O'Malley was made the butt of 
numerous jokes concerning his write up 
in Tuas Trisuns. He laughed at what ha 
terme? the“ kidding he had recelved,“ and 
remarked that he was used to it.“ 

The visit of the morning was made at 11 
o’clock and the reporters saw a dozen or 
more men place bets on the horse races. A 
detective would have seen the same thing 
if he had been there. O'Malley had no look- 
out and the only concession he made to 
possible impending trouble was in refusing to 
take bets personally. 

On this point Chief of Police Steward said 
that O'Malley had made himself Hable to a 
penitentiary sentence. He said that while evi- 
dence of gambling had been secured in O’ Mal- 
ley’s saloon beforé, the bets placed on the 
horse races by THe TRIBUNE reporters Was 
the first. specific evidence againat O'Malley 
himself. ; : 

At Malone & Wenda’s satoon, 498 Dearborn 
street, bets on the horse races were being 
taken in the morning as usual. While the 
reporters were there a policeman sauntered 
in and drank a glass of beer. Bets were being 
taken before him, but apparently he did not 
care to see what was going on. 


O'Leary Still Doing Business. 

James O'Leary, the stockyards gambler 
and politician, whose son married Inspector 
Clancy's daughter a short while ago, is do- 
ing business at the same old stand, without 
interference by thé police. The fact that 
Clancy is a relative by marriage has not 
caused O'Leary to reform, although Clancy 
is the inspector of the police district in which 
O'Leary's saloon and gambling house ie lo- 
cated.

Washington. D. C., June 10—Brodie L. 
Duke, one of the leading tobacco magnates 
of the country, came quietly to Washington 
today to negotiate the fourth marriage con- 
tract of his career, and after carefully laid 
plans for the ceremony ran afoul of a Pres- 
byterian clergyman’s aversion to divorce. 

Mr. Duke had plamned to be married at 4 


Cognizant of this provision, Mr. Duke, ac- 
companied by a friend, called on the Rev Mr. 
MacLeod before he applied for his license. 


Gives Bride’s Age as 28 Years. 
Having arranged to be married in Pastor 
MacLeod's study at 4 o’clock, Mr. Duke pro- 
cured hig license. He gave his residence and 
that of Miss Roschelle as Durham, N. C., his 
age as 62 years and hers as 28. The name of 


the Rev. Mr. MacLeod was given as the mar- 


rying parson. So far the plans were running 
smoothly. 

Later in the day some seeker after news 
discovered that Brodie L. Duke, the tobacco 
man, three times married, twice divorced, 
and on several occasions involved in marital 
difficulties, the chief of which involved 
trouble with his last wife, Alice Webb Duke 
of Chicago, was to be married. 

This fact subsequently was announced to 
the public through the newepapers. 

Warned of the forthcoming event, reporters 
and photographers gathered at the First 
Presbyterian church. Half an hour before 
the appointment Mr. MacLeod arrived at the 
church. He entered his study and a few 


| Minutes later came out and requested the 


camera brigade to leave the church yard.

Subsequentiy Mr. MacLeod declared he 
4id not Know Mr. Duke and that when he 
had come to him in the morning and en- 
gaged him to perform a marriage ceremony 
he bad agreed to do ao, not having known the 
applicant’s marital history. When he after- 
ward learned the facts he communicated 
‘with Mr. Duke and informed him that he 
could not officiate. 


The time for the ceremony was then draw- 


ing nigh, and in order for Mr. Duke to be 
married in the District of Columbia it was 
necessary for him to procure another min- 
ister or justice and to file his name on the 
records at the court house. This he had not 
done when the license office closed at 4 
o'clock, and no trace of the bridal party 
could be found. 

Miss Roschelle wae discovered late tonight 
at the home of Mrs. Mary L. Hersley, a 
private tutor, under whom she had been 
studying.

An important branch of the conservation 
movement, though it is not so classified, is 
the conservation of human life and health. 
If the United States is to hold its own in 
the strenuous competition of nations it 
must attend to this with more forethought 
and determination than it has shown in the 
past, A practical people, we have not been 
practical in this, and attempts at better- 


the people, especially the so-called labor- 
ing class, have been so largely colored by 
the humanitarian spirit that their utility 
has been overlooked by the public. 

But in the growth of social conscious- 
ness and collective intelligence, we are be- 
ginning to realize more definitely and 
more widely that it is a part of the neces- 
sary business of modern social organiza- 
tion and operation to study the actual 
conditions of activity and existence of the 
mass of the nation, that is, the working 
force of the nation, and to devise laws or 
institutions to protect it from waste and 
exploitation. We as a nation can no more 


being than we can afford to waste coal

tist and economist, who can prove that it 
describes not only the tragedy of human 
suffering but the folly of social and eco- 
nomie ignorance. 

We are realizing more than ever before 
that national efficiency and material 
greatness rest on the rock bottom of in- 
dividual energy and efficiency, and we are 
awakening to the scientific fact that the 
individual’s energy and efficiency rest on 
the rock bottom of physical health. From 
these two fundamental truths we are be- 
ginning to scrutinize our individualistic 
commercialism and realize that it has de- 


retical ends and certainly are incompati- 
ble with the largest national welfare. We 
are beginning to see that the pursuit of in- 
dividual commercial success in the unre- 
stricted ‘conditions of competition is likely 


and ignore, often necessgrily, the social

The wasteful use of a piece of: human 
machinery is wasteful to society in ob- 
vious ways, but it may pay the individual 
employer to waste it.

FISH WHICH “OCCUR” NEAR 
CHICAGO. 

If all fieh were “good eating” or 
gamy enough to give zest to the sport of 
eatching them, the local Waltons who are 
now preparing for their annual trips of 
from one hundred to two hundred and 
fifty miles might be spared both time and 
trouble, for a recent document issued by 
the Field museum, “A Synoptic List of 
the Fishes Known to Occur Within Fifty 
Miles of Chicago,” makes us acquainted 
with several hundred kinds and condi- 
tions in the waters of that territory. 

But, as every angler knows, not every- 
thing which bites is good to eat or even 
worth taking off the hook. In fact, from 
the accurate descriptions of some of the 
fish mentioned in this pamphlet the less 
often they “occur” the better for all 
concerned. In spite of the growth of the 
city and the spreading of the population 
in the surrounding territory, however, 
there are still fish which are “ good eat- 
ing” and worth the bait in the nearby 
streams. 

The lake still furnishes an abundance 
of good fish, although some of them, like 
the lake sturgeon, have become rare. A 
quarter of a century ago fishermen did 
their best to destroy this fish, which was 
not then appreciated at its true worth, 
even burying them in the sand to get rid 
of them, It is now rare and is said to com- 
mand double the price of any other fish 
in the Chicago market. But the fish the 
angler considers worth going out after 
has retired to a safe distance from these 
parts and does its best to stay there. 

We. hope that when there is compiled 
a similar work on the fish in central and 
southern Illinois waters there may be 
some account of the varieties which Mr. 
Burke of Sangamon county is catching 
and hopes to catch.

Both the present earl and his father have. 
bten obMged on several occasions to defend 
their rights to the earldom in courts of law, 
the most notable claimants having been a 
Presbyterian minister of the name of Johr 
Sinclair of the parish of Rannoch in Perth- 
shire, who carried hip case to the house of 
lords, but without success, putting the de- 
kendants to heavy expense which they could 
ill afford. 

It is doubtful indeed whether there is any 
peerage that has furnished more subjects 
for litigation than that of Caithness, the an- 
cestry of the Sinclair family being of so 
complicated and intricate a character that 
the earldom has rarely passed from one hold- 
er to another without legal proceedings. 

> 
„The Sinclairs are of most ancient origin. 
tracing back their descent to the year A. D. 
875, figuring prominently in the annals of 
Scotland, especially in the darkest pages of 
her history. 

The fourth peer was pefhaps the worst of 
his race. With the assistance of hie cousin, 
Isabel, he contrived to poison the Earl and 
Countess of Sutherland at a supper which 
he gave in their honor, then coolly de- 
nounced his accomplice, testified against her, 
and witnessed her execution. He next kid- 
naped the young Lord Sutherland, wito was 
only 15, and forced him, by torture and 
threats, to marry his daughter, Lady Bar- 
bara Sinclair, a woman of mature age, much 
homeliness, and of more than uncertain repu- 
tation. The fourth earl's eldest son, Lord 
Berriedale, master of Caithness, is on record 
as having strangled his younger brother, 
William. 

The sixth Earl of Caithness was a terrible 
spendthrift and contracted enormous lia- 
bilities, his principal creditor being Sir Jonn 
Campbell of Glenorchy. In the reign of 
Charles II. he granted to Sir John the right 
of succession.to the Caithness estates, and 
to the earldom of Caithness, in return for a 
further advance of money. When this spend- 
thrift peer died. Sir John Campbell married 
the widow, got possession of the estates, and 
not only assumed the title of Earlof Caith- 


from Charles II., confirming him in the ear}- 
dom of Caithness and in the possession of the 
entailed estates. 

This was disputed by George Sinclair of 
Keiss, the next of kin of the sixth earl, who 
had died childless, and eventually Charles II. 
became convinced that he had made a mis- 
take in the grant which he had made to Sir 
John Campbell of Glenorchy. Accordingly 
he induced him to relinquish posseasion of the 
entailed. estates, retaining only those that 
were unentailed, and also to surrender the 
patent acknowledging him as seventh Mari 
of Caithness, and conferred upon him instead 
the earldom of Breadalbane and of Holland. 
It is from him that the present Marquis of 
Breadalbane is Mneally descended. George 
Sinclair of Keiss accordingly became seventh 
Earl of Caithness. 


—— 

The wife of the fourteenth earl was a fami!- 
jar figure for many years in the American 
colony at Paris, and on the French Riviera. 
She was the daughter of a Cuban planter, 
and prior to her union to the fourteenth Lord 
Caithness had been the wife of the Spanish 
Count Pomar. After the count’s death she 
obtained from the vatican the title of duchess 
for herself and of duke for her son by her first 
marriage. But on marrying Lord Caithness 
she, abandoned the titie of duchess for that 
of Countess of Caithness, being well aware 
of the superior value of an ancient British 
title to one of mushroom character. 

Her son, however, still figures both in Paris 
and at Nice as Duke of Pomar, and enjoys al- 
most as great a reputation for foolishness 
as his mother, who, among other eccentrici- 
ties, was formerly convinced that Mary 
Queen of Scots had become reincarnated in 
her, and posed as that Ul fated sovereign on 
all possible occasions. Moreover, after the 
death of Mme. Blavatsky, she professed to 
have daily interviews and conversations with 
the spirit of that defunct prophetess of the- 
osophy. 

Among the heads of other branches of the 
house of Sinclair, of which the Earl of Caith- 
ness is chief, are Lord Sinclair; who has 
transformed the patronymic of his family 
into St. Clair; also Sir John Sinclair of Dun- 
beath, and Sir John Tollemache Sinclair of 
Ulster. Lord Sinclair and the two baronets 
in question own extensive estates in Scotland, 
especially Sir John Tollemache Sinclair, the 
well known poet and author, whose landed 
possessions in Scotland extend over 100 
square miles. His grandson and heir to his 
title and estates bas American blood in his 
veins, his mother having been a daughter of 
Mahlon Sands of New York. Sir John, who 
has been on terms of friendship with all sorte 
of public men, such as Bismarck, Napoleon 
III., King Louis Philippe, the Comte de 
Chambord, and Prince Gortchakoff, was, in 
his boyhood, a page of honor to Queen Ade- 
laide, and — hie sons-in-law were the

ETRARO, Calabria, Italy, April 4.—Take 
your beotshaped map of Italy. Cut off 
the south rye extremity just below 
the instep afd you have Calabria, one of 
the sixteen departments of the kingdom. 
Calabria is only a little less wild and untamed, 
‘as it Is less picturesque, than its near neigh- 
bor, Sicily. It is larger than Connecticut, and, 
with neaply a million and a half inhabitants, is 
more densely populated. Cetrare is the first of 
ceertain towns I have selected in Calabria in 
which to study emigration. I have selected 
these towns because the movement from them 
to the United States is alike; or because of 
some especial interest which this or that town 
may afford in the study of emigration. 

Calabria is notoriously backward. For gen- 
erati it was the home of the brigands. It 
stan well toward the foot when judged by 
tests which mark what we call modern progress.

Champion Goes Ten Rounds with 
Jack Redmond Despite Injury. 


ACCIDENT IN THE FOURTH. 


Nearly Helpless with Left Out of Com- 
mission, Ad Fights to End. 


Milwaukee, Wis., June 10.—[Special 1 
Lightweight Champion Ad Wolgast tonight 
had the narrowest escape of his career from 
a defeat at the hands of Jack Redmond with 
whom he fought two draws in his early days 
in Milwaukee. Severely injuring his left arm 
in the fourth round, he wes put to his utmost 
to stay through the fight. For three rounds 
he stcod in his corner much of the time mak- 
ing no attempt to ward off Redmond’s vicious 
punches. 

Wolgast said that his arm had broken when 
he landed on one of Redmond's elbows. But 
after the finish of the fight the member was 
examined by physicians, who pronounced it 
no break, but said a ligament had been torn 
at the elbow. 

No decision was given by the referee, as a 
verdict is not permitted under the laws here. 
The newspaper decisions generally are ac- 
cepted, but on tonight's conflict the verdicts 
are tonflicting. Two of the local papers to- 
morrow will call it a Redmond victory, but 
the other three declare that a draw is the 
worst the champion should receive, . 


Redmond’ Blows Not Damaging. 

It was a close battle, but Wolgast warded 
off Redmond’s rushes, and the numerous 
Redmond blows did comparatively little dam- 


* the third round Redmond had Wolgast 
spitting blood, and by the time the fifth 
was fairly started Wolgast's nose was bleed- 
ing a stream. Jack landed short arm biows 
continually, and, though not even staggering 
the champion, made him clinch frequently. 

Wolgast's fighting in the fifth, sixth, and 
seventh was so tame that the crowd began 
hissing him and yelling to Redmond to finish 
him. This was beyond the skill of Redmond, 
however, for he could not outbox Ad 

It was Wolgast’s first fight since he took 
the lightweight championship crown from 
Battling Nelson on the coast on Feb. 22 
last. They fought in the same ring where he 
got his start to the championship.

Redmond rushed things all through the 
first round, but Wolgast had the better of 
it - when the gong sounded. The second was 
a repetition of the first. In the third Wolgast 
was «nclined to clinch and there was some 
hissing because he did not stand up and fight.

Chicago Railways Company 
Expected to Purchase Lines 
of the Consolidated. 


FEW DETAILS REMAIN. 


Outlook Is That Merger as 
Agreed On Will Go Through 
Without a Hitch. 


There remains only a few minor detatie to 
be arranged and then the Chicago Rallways 
company will acquire through purchase the 
lines of the Chicago Consolidated Traction 
company, and ali the traction problems of 
Chicago will be settled, 

If nothing happens between now and next 
Tuesday to disrupt the plans for consolida- 
tion which have been tentatively worked out 
the final arrangement will be made on that 
Gay, and it will then be submitted to Judge 
Grosscup for final approval. If he agrees, 
and his agreement is counted on by the com- 
mittee, the transfer of properties will be ac- 
complished within a few days thereafter and 
the receivers of both roads will be diecharged. 

The plan of condolidation is substantially 
the same as announced in Tus TRIBUNE yes- 
terday morning. Most of the conferees who 
have been wrestling with the merger ques- 
tion in New York since Monday returned to 
Chicago, and all were in a happy frame of 
mind. The outlook ie that the merger will 
be accomplished without hitch, in as much as 
it will be by genere agreement between all 
the contending factions. 


All Factions Approve Synopsis. 

At the final meeting in New York a synopsis 
of the plan for consolidation was submitted, 
which received the approval of all factions 
with a few amenéments, which it is said are 
immaterial. The matter was then left in the 
hands of a committee of eight to arrange the 
details and report back at a general meeting 
to de held here next Tuesday. 

In general terms the consolidation will be 
effected on the following terme: 

Rehabilitation bonds, to an amount as yet 
undetermined, but generally ge: be- 
tween $56,000,000 and §10,000, will is- 
sued by the Chicago Rallways company, 
which shall be used for the rehabilitation of 
the consolidated lines, and which shall be a 
Arat lien upon the properties. These bonds 
will take the same rank as the present re- 
hadilitation bonds of the Chicago Railways 


company. 

Second, there will be an issue of purchase 
mortgage bonds, to be used for the purchase 
of the underlying bonds of the Consolidated 
Traction company, except the Evanston eleo- 
tric and a portion of the Cicero and Proviso 
and the Ogden lines. It is estimated that this 
isevue will amount to nearly 4 000 000. and 
the bonds will be a second lien upon the prop- 
erties of the Consolidated Traction company 
and a part of the general mortgage of the 
Chicago Raflways company. 


Provision for Income Bonds. 

Finally there will be an issue of income 
bonds to take care of the general mortgage 
bonds of the Consolidated Traction company 
that elect to come into the merger, and the 
Evanston electric bonds and the residue of 
the Cieero & Proviso and Ogden bonds. These 
bonds will share In the income ahead of the 
„ certificates ot the Chicago Rallways com- 
pany, after the 55 per cent has been paid to 
the city. *

For the second time this week Chicago re- 
ceipts of hogs surpassed expectations yes- 
terday and prices suffered a reaction of 5@100 
as a result. The decline was put in force at 
the outset and remained in circulation to the 
finish, but the trade bad a brisk tone at the 
prices and the market closed in good condi- 
tion, with practically nothing left unsoid. 
Tops for the day reached §9.70, against $9.75 
Thursday, and the average price was re- 
duced to $0.00, against $9.6 the foregoing 
session.
